FLOCKED' TREES, OTHER HOLIDAY HAZARDS 


Austin, Texas - - The Texas 
Safety Association today issued 
an urgent warning on the dan­ 
gers of 
“fiteked 
Christmas 
trees and also cited other haz­ 
ards of holiday decorations. 
“Unless 
a 
flame 
resistant 
chemical is used in flocking a 
natural tree, the danger of fire 
is greatly increased," J. O. Mu- 
sick, General M anager of TS A, 
said. 
“Even if the m aterial used in 
flocking is flame resistant, it 
does not m ake the tree itself 
Hon-ccmbustible,” he continued. 
"Most research shows flock­ 
ing* will not impart any I lame 
resistance to the tree.” 
The safety director explained 
there is little that can be done 
I to m ake any natural tree flame 
resistant and w arned stompers 
to evaluate carefully any claims 
V th a t a natural tree has been 
“fire-proofed.” 
The "flocked” Christm as tree 
has steadily gained p polarity 
during the past four holiday 
seasons, especially for use 
in 
the home. It resembles a tree 
whose branches are heavy-la­ 
den with snow. The flock 
is 
m ade from sharply-cut 
rayon 
fibers mixed witn various chem­ 
icals. 
N atural trees are frequently 
[ 
“flocked” , not only in the tra- 
diticna! snow w’hite. but also 
in other colors. O ften dry ad­ 


hesives are added to £>vp sPal 
kle and glitter. 
Musick pointed out that the 
dry 
adhesives 
m ust be 
pre- j 
mixed w*ith the flame retardant 
chemicals to m ake the entire j 
flocking itself flame resistant, j 
This fact has caused some ; 
concern to TSA as there m e 
now some kits on the m arket 
to be used in “flocking” trees 
at home. 
"Most professionals flocking 
trees know the dangers of m a­ 
terial used in decorating n atu ­ 
ral trees, but the inexperienced 
decorator can add to their nor­ 
mal 
combustibility 
without 
kn wing it,” he said. 
Musick 
advises 
that 
when 
aurelia sing 
a 
“do-it-yourself" 
kit. be sure the "flocking" m a­ 
terial is m arked flame resis­ 
tant. Do not add other m a te r­ 
ials. such as glitter or coloring. 
which do not also have these 
qualities. 
“If you must use other ma- 
♦''ria1 m ake stir® it is added to 
the flame resistant 
chemicals 
used in the actual •flocking" he 
said. 
The safety director stressed 
that no ne rson should think his 
tree is flame resistant i fit 'be­ 
cause it has been coated with 
flame re ta rd a n t material. 
In citing dangers from other 
ions 
Musick 
reported 
th at the combined use of spray- 
i on type snow and glass fiber 


“angel 
tible. 
“T he average home decorator 
is not aw are of this as both 
items, when used separately are 
flame resistant. It is when the 
snow substance is sprayed on 
the glass fiber th a t the decora­ 
tion becomes highly dangerous, 
he added. 
“ However, if 
the 
snow 
is 
sprayed on the tree lirst, and 
then the glass fiber or angel 
hair is added 
it is sate! 
Another concern of safety of­ 
ficials and fire prevention 
au­ 
thorities is the use of cotton 
under trees. Only cotton which 
is flame resistant 
should 
be 
used. 
ll takes, on the average, two 
and one-half m inutes for the 
amount of combustible cotton 
used at the base of most trees j 
to burn completely, 
but 
fire 
hazard rep iris on natural trees 
show there is n> time to call 
the fire departm ent if the cot­ 
ton should ignite the tree. 
“It takes only five to IO sec­ 
onds, depending on dryness, for 
a combustible tree to be con­ 
sumed by fire. The flaming tree 
is much like a gasoline torch. 
It ignites everything close 
to 
it.” Musick continued. 
“Place all Christm as greens 1 
w here they cannot be ignited 
by lighted candles, 
a 
spark 
from the 
fireplace 
or 
other 
source of flame. N atural trees
